But they wouldn't concern Arkan- 
sas taxpayers, nor the federal tax- 
payers either. 
Modern toll high- 


ways are 
financed 
by revenue 


bonds, either with or without state 
or federal backing. The Pennsyl- 
vania Turnpike, being the first 
gamble, got federal support; but 
its outstanding success put later 
toll roads "on their own" as pri- 
vate speculations.

»>iil bYifig' even a sparsely-settled 
state like Arkansas

route. It's dream stuff -for the 
present, but the prophecy is there 
— eventually a series of express 
highways from coast to coast. 


The toll idea is a-very old one. 


We had toll roads in the days of 
the Colonies. Some of them were 
still in existence when I was a Tjoy 
back in Pennsylvania. 
Wllkes- 


Barrc, Pa., was approached over 
the Allegheny mountains from the 
east and southeast by two such 
toll roads: The East End Boule- 
,vard from New York; and the 


• Ashley Boulevard, from both New 


York and Philadelphia. They were 
.crushed-stone turnpikes, 
the old 


horse stage-coach routes over a 
2,400-foot mountain wall. And they 
had toll-gates and toll-houses. Au- 
tomobiles were coming in, the old 
stone roads were smoothed' out 
with macadam (black-top) — and 
one day the State of Pennsylvania 
stepped in and bought the toll roads 
and made them free, 


Even as late as 1923,. when I 


finished at the University of Mis- 
souri, one of the routes out of Co- 
lumbia, Mo., was a toll road — so 
our experience in this matter is 
universal both as to time and ge- 


. ography. 


But there is a certain irony about 


this cycle of toll roads. 


Long-time" readers of The Star 


will recall this writer's vigorous 
protest against the late Governor 
Carl E. Bailey's campaign to make 
our state-owned toll bridges free. 
It was in his race for the second 
term. And he did free the bridges. 
I opposed the move because I fell

that when Kentucky and Tennessee 
could charge toll unblushingly on a 
score of bridges, and New York and 
Other great centers posted tolls for
